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(2) A* the said meeting the Agent to the Uoveruur 
General shall ask the members present to decide the 
question whether the Constitution of the Province is to 
be framed in the exist ng Constituent Assembly or m a 
new and separate Constituent Assembly consisting of the 
representatives of those ureas which decide net to parti 
cipate in the existing Constituent Assembly 

(3) Each member present at the meeting shall havt 
one voto and the question stated above shall be decided 
by a simple major ry .»f those present and voting. 

(4) The Agent to the Go\einor-General shall- tu.c 
power to regulate the proceedings of the meeting in such 
manner as he may consider fair and proper, 

(5) The decision U'ken at the meeting shall fie munuu 
nicated to the Governor-General by the Agjut to the 
Governor-General and shall be deemed to be the decision 
of the Province.
